Thole ſiue commonly called Sacraments, that 
is to ſap, Confirmation, Penance, D2ders, Ma⸗ 
trimonte, and extreame Unction, are not to bee 
counted foꝛ Dacraments of the Goſpel, beingſuch 
as haue gro wen, partly ofthecozrupt followingof 
the Apoſtles, partly are ſtates of lite allowed in the 
Scriptures : but vet haue not line nature of Sa 
craments with Baptiſme and the Loꝛds Supper, 
foꝝ that they haue not any viſible ligne oz ceremony 
oꝛdained of God, 

The Sacraments were not oꝛdained of Chziftts 
be gazedvpon, oz to bee carried about, but that 
wee should duelp vſe them. And in ſuch onelp, as 
woꝛthilp receiue the ſame, they haue a wholeſome 
eſtect oz operation: But they that receiue them 
vn woꝛthilp, purchaſe to themſelues damnation, as 
S. Paul ſaith.

A Lthough in the viſible Church the euill be euel 

mingled with the good, and ſometime the euil 
haue chiefe authozitie in the miniſtration of the 
Woꝛd and Sacraments: yet fozaſmuch as ther dat 
not the ſame in their owne name, but in Chzils, 
and doe miniſter by his commiſſion and authozitie, 
wee may vſe their miniſterie, both in hearing th!

B Iptiſme is not onelya ſigne of pzofeſſion, and 

markeof difference, whereby Chꝛiſtian men are 
diſcerned from others that bee not Chꝛiſtned: but 
itts alſo a figne of Regeneration 02 new birth. 
whereby, as by an inſtrument , they that receiue 
Baptiſmerightly,are grafted into the Church: the 
p:omiſes of the foꝛgiueneſſe of ſinne, and of our ad⸗ 
option to bee the ſonnes of God, by the holy Ghoſt.
